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Father  and  Daughter 
Still  Say  ‘Shave  and  a 
Haircut,  35  Bucks’

When  Mike  Skoufos  first  arrived  in 
Noe  Valley  53  years  ago,  there  was 
a  barbershop  on  every  block  of  24th 
Street.  Now  there’s  only  one — Of  Bar¬ 
bers  &  Bears,  at  4137  24th  Street — and 
Skoufos  and  his  daughter  Stephanie 
Smith,  who  owns  the  shop,  are  among  the 
few  haircutters  in  the  neighborhood  still 
calling  themselves  barbers. 

Skoufos,  who  is  semi-retired,  cuts  hair 
just  one  day  a  week,  but  he  used  to  spend 
eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week,  wield¬ 
ing  scissors  and  clippers.  His  long  career 
as  a  barber  in  Noe  Valley  started  out  in 
1953  at  Martin’s  Barbershop  on  24th  near 
Vicksburg,  in  the  spot  now  occupied  by 
Tamasei  Sushi. 

“I  was  the  youngest  barber  at  the  time,” 
he  recalls.  “I  was  24  years  old,  and  all  the 
young  kids  all  of  a  sudden  found  out  there 
was  a  young  barber,  so  I  started  picking 
up  all  the  young  kids.”  It  was  a  good 
thing,  too,  because  Skoufos  wasn’t  sure 
about  Noe  Valley  as  a  potential  market. 

Dufty  Wins  New 
Term,  Baby  in  Tow

Happy.  Relieved.  Honored.  Sleep-de¬ 
prived.  These  are  the  words  Bevan 
Dufty  used  to  describe  how  he  felt  post¬ 
election  Nov.  7.  Gamering  64  percent  of 
the  vote,  Dufty  defeated  challengers  Alix 
Rosenthal  and  Starchild  and  kept  his  job 
as  District  8  supervisor  for  four  more 
years.  In  a  spirited  campaign,  his  oppo¬ 
nents,  as  expected,  tried  to  convince  vot¬ 
ers  he  didn’t  have  what  it  takes  to  solve 
problems  within  the  district  and  city  wide. 

But  the  real  brouhaha  came  from  the 
media’s  reaction  to  the  birth  of  Dufty ’s 
daughter,  Sidney  Maely  Goldfader- 
Dufty,  in  early  October.  As  Voice  readers 
know,  Dufty,  a  gay  man,  has  an  unusual 
relationship  with  Sidney’s  mom,  Rebecca 
Goldfader,  a  lesbian.  Longtime  friends, 
Dufty  and  Goldfader  decided  to  move  in 
together  and  create  a  family.  Their  daugh¬ 
ter  was  conceived  through  in-vitro  fertil¬ 
ization.  Neither  of  the  new  parents  has  a 
romantic  partner  right  now,  but  they  ex¬ 
pect,  should  this  occur,  they  will  embrace 
the  new  relationship. 

In  mid-campaign,  KGO  Radio  talk- 
show  host  Pete  Wilson  criticized  their 
arrangement,  and  implied  that  Dufty  and 
Goldfader’s  style  of  co-parenting  was  not 
as  good  as  that  of  two  people  who  are  in 
a  committed  sexual  relationship,  whether 
straight  or  gay.  A  firestorm  ensued,  but 
the  attacks  did  nothing  to  dampen  Dufty ’s 
enthusiasm  for  his  new  family.

“I  came  up  here  at  2  o’clock  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  looked  around  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  I  thought.  Oh,  I  don’t  know  if 
I  want  to  work  here — it’s  very  quiet,”  he 
recalls.  “In  those  days,  this  was  a  work¬ 
ing  man’s  neighborhood.” 

But  he  stayed  on  to  help  Martin,  who 
had  just  suffered  a  heart  attack.  After  sev¬ 
eral  years  there,  in  the  late  1950s  Skoufos 
bought  his  own  place  at  24th  and  Dia¬ 
mond,  naming  it  Mike’s  Barbershop. 

At  his  new  place,  the.younger  set  con¬ 
tinued  to  keep  him  busy.  Meanwhile, 
other  barbershops  started  closing  up. 
Skoufos  explains  that  when  long  hair 
came  into  fashion,  some  of  the  local  bar¬ 


bers  refused  to  cut  it.  “They  said,  'Ah, 
that’s  for  girls.  Boys  shouldn’t  grow  long 
hair. . . .  ’  I  went  back  to  school  and  learned 
how  to  cut  long  hair.  So  we  survived.” 

He  bought  out  old-time  barber  Johnny 
Baumgartner  at  24th  and  Noe,  and  set  up 
Mike’s  Barbershop  in  a  storefront  that’s 
now  part  of  Pasta  Pomodoro.  His  daugh¬ 
ter  Stephanie  joined  him  at  that  location 
in  1977,  when  she  was  21  years  old. 

Stephanie  Smith  hadn’t  intended  to  be¬ 
come  a  barben — she  was  an  art  major — 
but  she  laughingly  remembers  that  her 
parents  told  her,  “If  you’re  going  to  be  an 
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Sleighbells  Ring,  Are  You  Listening?  The  Starlight  Carolers  will  be  singing  on  24th  Street 
again  this  year,  as  part  of  the  second  annual  Noel  Stroll  on  Saturday,  Dec.  9.  Rumor  is  Santa 
and  Mrs.  Claus  will  be  there,  too.  For  the  lineup  of  festivities,  see  page  27.  Photo  by  Nick  Morisco 


“We  were  just  at  Dr.  Schwanke’s  office 
[Sidney’s  pediatrician],  and  I  saw  a  father 
with  his  daughter.  We  had  just  gotten  Sid¬ 
ney’s  shots,  and  she  was  fussy,  and  I  was 
trying  to  comfort  her.  The  other  dad  looked 
over  at  me  and  said,  ‘Don’t  listen  to  any 
of  those  crazy  radio  guys.  I’m  really  happy 
for  you.  Good  for  you,”’  Dufty  reports. 
“So  I  have  these  random  acts  of  support 
from  people  in  Noe  Valley  all  the  time 
that  are  just  heartening  and  touching.” 

Dufty  has  been  tending  to  his  duties  as 
supervisor  during  the  day  and  feeding  and 
changing  Sidney  throughout  the  night, 
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Happy  Holidays 

And  best  wishes  for  joy  and 
peace  in  the  new  year.  The 
staff  of  the  Noe  Valley  Voice 
is  wandering  down  to  24th  Street  for 
a  hot  apple  cider  about  now,  as  we 
relax  and  take  a  month-long  vacation.

A  Walk  for 
Pete’s  Sake 

Families  Raise  Funds  for 
Friend  with  Cancer

The  weather  was  near  perfect  for  a 
Sunday-morning  walk,  sunny  but  not 
too  warm,  as  the  crowd  of  Pete  Blanco’s 
friends  gathered  on  the  green  at  Noe 
Courts.

Be  Alert  to  Mugging  Threat 

Editor: 

1  was  mugged  on  Nov.  17  on  Guerrero 
Street  at  25th  as  I  was  walking  home  from 
BART.  I  raised  such  a  ruckus  that  I  slowed  the 
robber  down  enough  so  that  there  were  wit¬ 
nesses.  He  got  my  purse,  but  a  witness  got  his 
car  description.  Within  90  minutes,  the  police 
had  him  and  the  getaway  car  driver  behind 
bars.  The  police  told  me  that  I  might  have  put 
an  end  to  a  string  of  muggings  in  the  Mis¬ 
sion/Noe  area:  all  people  (mostly  women) 
talking  on  their  cell  phone  while  walking  (as 
I  was)  or  listening  to  an  iPod — distracted  in¬ 
stead  of  vigilantly  walking.  I  asked,  “Why  is¬ 
n’t  there  a  neighborhood  vigilance  warning 
outside  the  BART?”  Both  police  rolled  their 
eyes  to  say  the  local  government  wouldn’t 
want  to  admit  there’s  a  crime  problem.  But  our 
neighborhoods  and  neighbors  are  in  danger. 
At  the  very  least,  Noe  Valley  citizens  need  to 
know  how  to  protect  themselves. 

I  have  been  most  impressed  with  the  police 
detective,  and  our  Noe  Valley  neighbors.

I  got  nothing  of  value  back, 
but  I  did  get  what  was  left  of  my  wallet. 

What  the  heck  are  Bevan  Dufty  and  Gavin 
Newsom  doing  about  street  crime?  I  refuse  to 
be  terrorized  in  my  own  neighborhood,  and  I 
love  commuting  by  public  transportation. 
Thank  you  to  our  neighbors  who  helped  me. 
Please,  Bevan  and  Gavin,  do  something  to 
stop  the  crime.

firm,  paid  for  the  rental  of  the  rec  center. 

When  the  checkbooks  were  put  away, 
over  $10,000  had  been  raised  to  pay  for 
a  special  diet  Blanco  needs  to  help  in  his 
battle  against  glioblastoma  multiforme, 
an  aggressive  cancer  of  the  brain. 

The  Blanco  family  was  rrtore  than 
touched.  "We  were  pretty  overwhelmed,” 
said  Mallette  after  the  event.  Pete  Blanco 
added,  “The  walk  was  such  an  uplifting 
and  positive  thing — it  was  just  a  great  in¬ 
fusion  of  positive  energy  to  have  all  our 
friends  come  together  at  once  and  express 
their  love  and  support.” 

Families  Met  at  Preschool 

Blanco,  40,  a  general  contractor,  is  cur¬ 
rently  undergoing  chemotherapy  and  ra¬ 
diation  treatment.  He  also  is  in  a  clinical 
trial  at  U.C.  San  Francisco  and  gets  close 
oversight  at  home  from  Mallette,  a  regis¬ 
tered  nurse  at  the  university  hospital. 

The  Blanco  family  is  part  of  a  group  of 
parents  who  met  at  Debra  King  School 
and  Julia  Ready’s  childcare,  two  well- 
known  Noe  Valley  preschool  programs. 

Many  of  the  parents  are  on  child-rais¬ 
ing  parallels,  and  have  kids  whose  ages 
are  similar.  They  got  to  know  each  other 
during  after-school  activities  and  play 


dates,  and  by  sharing  babysitters. 

The  news  that  cancer  had  struck  one  of 
their  own  came  as  a  shock. 

“It  just  throws  you  a  curve  ball,”  said 
Feely.  “One.  minute  your  kindergarten 
choices  are  the  most  important  things  in 
life,  and  the  next  you’re  faced  with  some¬ 
thing  much  more  serious." 

‘Could  Have  Been  Any  of  Us’ 

Until  recently,  the  Blanco  family  had 
lived  for  more  than  15  years  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  and  nearby  Glen  Park.  After  Ramona 
"graduated”  from  Debra  King  last  sum¬ 
mer,  they  moved  to  San  Rafael.  In  Septem¬ 
ber,  they  invited  friends  to  Marin  County 
to  help  celebrate  Ramona’s  fifth  birthday. 

“About  one  week  later,  Pete  was  hav¬ 
ing  headaches  and  decided  to  go  in  and 
have  them  checked  out.  And  that’s  when 
they  found  out  he  had  a  brain  tumor,”  said 
Noe  Street  resident  and  friend  Erika 
Holmgren. 

“It  was  really  scary.  All  of  us  have  two 
children,  as  Pete  does,  and  we  felt  that  it 
could  have  been  any  of  us  that  got  the 
same  diagnosis,”  said  Holmgren. 

Feely  heard  about  the  family’s  plight  a 
short  time  later  in  October,  during  a  re¬ 
union  picnic  for  many  of  the  preschool 
families.  “I  had  to  sit  down  when  I  was 
told.  Tia  and  I  were  pregnant  at  the  same 
time,  and  I  feel  a  certain  bond  with  her,” 
said  Feely. 

As  word  of  Blanco’s  illness  spread.

everyone  began  searching  for  ways  to 
help.  Feely ’s  first  thought  was  to  organ¬ 
ize  families  into  a  collective  of  meal  pre¬ 
parers,  which  would  afford  Mallette  more 
time  to  care  for  Blanco  and  the  children. 
“Instinctively,  you  always  want  to  make 
a  casserole,”  she  said. 

That  wasn't  practical,  however.  One 
feature  of  Blanco’s  treatment  is  a  plant- 
based,  near-vegan  diet  that  is  designed  to 
help  him  better  tolerate  his  chemother¬ 
apy — and  help  fight  the  cancer  itself.  A 
special  chef  does  the  grocery  shopping, 
cooks  meals  at  the  home  twice  a  week, 
and  leaves  enough  food  to  cover  the  re¬ 
maining  days. 

“We  decided  to  do  a  fundraiser  to  pay 
for  the  chef  and  meals,”  said  Feely.  To  get 
the  word  out,  she  set  up  a  web  site 
(www.playgrouncltoplayground.org).  Six 
other  families  also  played  key  roles,  as 
did  many  children,  who  came  up  with 
kiddie-art  drawings  for  T-shirts,  which 
were  later  sold  to  walkers. 

The  group  hoped  the  mini  walkathon, 
with  $50  pledges,  would  bring  in  at  least 
$5,000 — enough  to  pay  Blanco's  meal 
costs  for  four  months. 

“We  raised  $11,000.  Isn’t  that  amaz¬ 
ing?”  said  Feely.  “There  were  a  couple  of 
big  donations,  but  for  the  most  part,  it  was 
people  just  donating  $50.” 

In  late  November,  the  web  site  was  still 
up,  and  donations  and  well  wishes  were 
still  rolling  in. 


Blanco  remained  positive,  buoyed  by 
the  outpouring  of  support  from  his  friends 
and  community.  Said  Pete,  “I  mean,  can¬ 
cer  sucks,  but  we  feel  so  blessed  to  be  the 
recipients  of  all  this  good  will.”  ■

which  is  why  he,  like  all  new  parents,  is 
sorely  in  need  of  rest.  “I’m  drawing  on  all 
my  political  skills  as  a  negotiator  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  what  she  wants  at  3  a.m.,”  he  says 
with  a  laugh.  “Sometimes  it’s  as  success¬ 
ful  as  I’ve  been  with  Real  Food’s,  and  it’s 
a  long  night.” 

The  Real  Food  Company  stalemate  be¬ 
gan  when  Nutraceutical  Corporation  pur¬ 
chased  the  once-popular  natural  foods 
store  on  24th  Street  and  then  abruptly 
closed  it  in  August  2003,  ostensibly  for 
remodeling.  Citing  problems  with  liabil¬ 
ity  and  other  costs,  the  corporation  has 
left  the  store  shuttered  for  three  years. 

“I  didn't  want  to  make  it  a  campaign 
issue,  but  I  have  been  contacted  by  Nu¬ 
traceutical,  and  I  think  they  actually  felt 
badly  that  I  was  getting  criticized  for  the 
lack  of  progress,”  Dufty  says.  “They  ac¬ 
knowledged  how  much  I’ve  tried  to  reach 
out  to  them,  and  they  have  pledged  to 
meet  with  me  this  month.” 

In  the  meantime,  Dufty  says,  he  is  urg¬ 
ing  them  to  take  the  first  step.  “I’ve  been 
trying  to  work  quietly  to  get  them  to  come 
to  the  neighborhood  to  discuss  their  plans 
and  talk  about  how  to  heal  their  relation¬ 
ships,  but  I  can’t  make  any  promises.” 

Another  of  his  priorities  for  the  com¬ 
ing  term  is  to  make  sure  the  Noe  Valley 
Library  renovation  stays  on  track.  So  far, 
he  says,  the  bi-monthly  neighborhood  ad-

find  delicious  drinks.  Now  that  the  social 
season  is  upon  us — holiday  parties, 
Christmas  feasts,  and  New  Year’s  Eve 
celebrations — it  is  the  perfect  time  to  dis¬ 
cover  new  wines  and  spirits. 

Winter  Warmers 

“Port  sales  double  or  even  triple  dur¬ 
ing  the  cooler  months,”  says  Drew 
Spaulding,  general  manager  of  the  wine 
store  PlumpJack  on  24th  Street  near 
Sanchez  Street.  As  an  everyday  option,  he 
says,  customers  enjoy  the  Smith-Wood- 
house  Lodge  Reserve,  which  sells  for  $  1 8 
per  bottle.  The  Graham’s  1996  Malvedos 
Vintage  Port  ($46)  and  Dow’s  1982  Col- 
heita  Tawny  Port  ($58)  are  his  picks  for 
special  occasions. 

Crosby  of  the  Noe  Valley  Drinking 
Club  suggests  spirits  for  a  cold-weather 
warmup.  She  recommends  mixing  up  a 
Smuggler,  made  of  hot  chocolate,  pep¬ 
permint  schnapps,  and  whipped  cream,  or 
the  classic  hot  toddy  with  hot  tea,  two 
shots  of  brandy,  honey,  and  lemon. 

Scotch,  Spaulding  notes,  is  another 
popular  winter  drink.  He  says  the  best¬ 
seller  at  PlumpJack  right  now  is  a  new 
line  of  blended  malts  from  Jon,  Mark  & 
Robbo’s  Easy  Drinking  Whisky  Com¬ 
pany,  which  Spaulding  says  has  “tremen¬ 
dous  depth  and  character.”  They  retail  for 
about  $30  per  bottle. 

Fit  for  a  Feast 

What  wines  go  well  with  Christmas, 
Hanukkah,  or  Kwanzaa  dinner?  “Holiday 
wine  pairings  are  always  tricky,  because 
so  many  of  our  traditional  holiday  feasts 
include  a  huge  array  of  flavors,”  says  Spaul¬ 
ding.  "As  a  general  rule,  we  suggest 
wines  that  have  a  lot  of  fruit  and  very  lit¬ 
tle  oak,  whether  red  or  white.”  Drew  recom¬ 
mends  the  A  to  Z  Pinot  Noir  ($18),  or  a 
“fruity,  off-dry  white”  such  as  a  Riesling 
or  Gewiirztraminer  with  a  turkey  feast. 

Longtime  Chattanooga  Street  resident 
Rita  Abraldes  loves  traditional  Cuban 
holiday  foods.  The  co-founder  of  the  pop- 


visory  committee  meetings  are  going 
well.  “There’s  a  little  creative  tension, 
and  that’s  what  the  purpose  of  this  sort  of 
citizens  committee  is,  to  be  engaged  with 
the  construction  firm  and  the  public  li¬ 
brary  to  make  sure  we're  taking  care  of 
due  process....  I  think  we’re  on  track  for 
re-opening  next  October  or  November.” 
Also  high  on  Dufty’s  agenda  are  issues 
like  reducing  crime,  making  Muni  more 
efficient,  and  improving  public  schools. 

“Those  are  my  major  priorities.  I  did 
take  a  strong  stand  on  the  [recent]  foot  pa¬ 
trol  legislation,  which  apparently  angered 
the  mayor  greatly,  but  I  think  public 
safety  is  my  most  important  responsibil¬ 
ity  as  a  city  leader,  and  I’m  not  happy  with 
the  direction  of  the  [Police]  Department,” 
Dufty  says.  “I’m  not  satisfied  that  the  lead¬ 
ership  is  being  creative  and  responsive  in 
addressing  increased  crime  throughout 
our  city,  and  in  neighborhoods  in  District 
8  that  have  never  before  had  people  feel 
unsafe  like  they  feel  these  days.” 

On  the  schools  issue,  he  has  asked 
Aaron  Peskin,  who  is  likely  to  continue 
as  president  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
to  name  him  chair  of  the  joint  city/school 
district  committee.  “I  have  tremendous 
interest  in  improving  our  schools,  and  I’m 
even  more  motivated  because  my  plan  is 
to  have  Sidney  attend  public  schools  here 
in  San  Francisco,”  Dufty  says.

ular  restaurant  Charanga  at  Mission  and 
20th  streets,  Abraldes  says  her  menu 
might  include  tamales  navidenos,  Cuban 
roast  pork  with  black  beans  and  yucca, 
and  Spanish  paella.  She  recommends  a 
Navarro  Gewiirztraminer  (about  $27)  or 
Crios  de  Susana  Balbo,  Torrontes,  Men¬ 
doza,  Argentina  (about  $13),  with  lighter 
entrees  and  shellfish-based  dishes.  For  a 
holiday  meal  that  includes  roasted  and 
grilled  meats,  Abraldes  prefers  a  struc¬ 
tured  Syrah  such  as  Domaine  des  Girasols 
Rhone  2001  from  Rasteau  in  Cotes  du 
Rhone,  France  (about  $13). 

Walid  Masoud,  manager  of  Urban  Cel¬ 
lars  at  3821  24th  Street  near  Church 
Street,  recommends  some  favorite  reds 
for  drinking  throughout  the  holiday  sea¬ 
son:  Napa  Valley’s  Avalon  Cabernet 
Sauvignon  ($9);  the  Trapiche  Malbec 
from  Mendoza,  Argentina  ($9);  and  Kent 
Rasmussen  Pinot  Noir  ($31),  which  is 
grown  in  Cameras.  Urban  Cellars’  wine 
importer  Jim  Wadsworth  suggests  start¬ 
ing  a  meal  with  a  white,  siich  as  the  Hum- 
brecht  Tokay  Pinot  Gris  ($20),  which  he 
says  is  “on  the  sweeter  side”  and  works 
well  with  a  cheese  o^  salad  course. 

A  Sparkling  New  Year 

Bubbly  wines  are  a  time-honored  fa¬ 
vorite  for  ringing  in  a  new  year,  and  Noe 
Valley’s  wine  lovers  have  several 
sparkling  suggestions.  Bonny  Doon’s 
Moscato  d’Asti  ($15),  a  sweet  sparkling 
wine  made  from  Muscat  grapes,  is  “a 
great  choice  for  a  party  because  it’s  fun 
to  drink  and  has  a  lower  alcohol  content 
than  most  wines,”  says  Abraldes.  Masoud 
suggests  Roederer  Estate  ($23),  a  Cali¬ 
fornia  sparkling  wine,  or  Henriot  Cham¬ 
pagne  ($40)  for  New  Year’s  Eve.  For  a 
large  group,  Spaulding  likes  Domaine  J. 
Laurens  Cremant  de  Limoux,  France,  for 
$11;  or  Gruet  Blanc-de-Noirs  from  Al¬ 
buquerque,  New  Mexico,  for  $  1 2  per  bot¬ 
tle.  French  Champagnes  at  PlumpJack 
begin  at  around  $30  per  bottle  and  top  out 
at  $225  for  the  1990  Krug  Champagne.

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artist,  get  a  trade!”  So  when  a  friend  asked 
Smith  to  join  her  at  barber  school,  “I  said 
okay,  because  I  knew  you  could  work 
anywhere  you  wind  up.  It’s  a  skill  you  can 
take  anywhere.”  The  skill  is  so  transfer¬ 
able,  in  fact,  that  when  Smith  travels  the 
country,  she’s  consistently  offered  work. 
She  says,  “I’ ve  never  visited  a  shop  where 
I  have  not  been  offered  a  job  right  away.” 
She  credits  that  to  her  30  years  of  experi¬ 
ence  and  her  unique  skills — she’s  one  of 
few  present-day  barbers  who  give  shaves. 
And  it’s  her  shaves  that  bring  her  clients 
from  near  and  far. 

This  Thursday  morning,  88-year-old 
Richard  Hervig,  who  hails  from  Iowa 
City,  Iowa,  sits  in  her  chair.  He’s  visiting 
his  daughter  Jonna  in  Oakland,  but  comes 
across  the  bay  for  the  works — a  shave, 
shampoo,  and  a  haircut.  Jonna  is  a  violist 
for  the  San  Francisco  Opera,  and  her  fa¬ 
ther  is  getting  a  kick  out  of  telling  violist

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riddles,  and  delights  in  the  fact  that  the 
Opera’s  afternoon  performance  is  The 
Barber  of  Seville. 

As  Hervig  checks  Smith’s  work  in  the 
minor,  he  smiles  and  tells  her,  “You  have 
restored  my  natural  beauty.”  After  Hervig 
pays  for  the  haircut,  plus  a  few  dollars  for 
tip,  and  takes  his  leave.  Smith  remarks, 
"All  of  our  customers  have  stories.  I  like 
to  hear  them,  so  I  encourage  them.  And 
some  of  them,  like  Richard  [Hervig], 
they’ll  tell  me  all  the  stories.” 

Skoufos  laughs  and  says  the  one  dif¬ 
ference  in  style  between  him  and  his 
daughter  is:  “She  talks.  I  don’t  talk.” 

Skoufos,  77,  and  Smith,  51,  have 
worked  side  by  side  for  29  years  and  re¬ 
port  that  in  all  that  time  they’ve  had  only 
one  argument.  Now,  neither  of  them  can 
remember  what  the  dispute  was  about. 
“We  have  a  lot  of  fun  in  here,”  Smith  says. 

After  she  joined  him  at  24th  and  Noe 
streets,  together  they  moved  to  a  new  lo¬ 
cation  at  24th  and  Church.  That’s  when 


Skoufos  decided  to  retire,  at  age  60.  “So 
I  gave  the  shop  over  to  her,”  he  says.  “She 
took  over  the  barbershop,  and  now  I  work 
for  her  instead  of  she  works  for  me.” 

When  they  moved  to  25th  and  Church, 
Smith  changed  the  name  to  J&S  Barber 
and  Co.,  “J”  being  the  initial  of  Smith’s 
now  ex-husband.  After  nine  years,  the 
owner  sold  the  building  so  they  moved 
again,  this  time  to  their  current  space  on 
24th  between  Castro  and  Diamond  streets. 

Smith  named  the  shop  Of  Barbers  & 
Bears  as  a  way  of  promoting  her  art, 
which  is  designing  and  sewing  teddy 
bears.  She  makes  the  bears  mostly  from 
old  fur  coats.  As  she  explains,  “Usually 
people  inherit  them  from  a  family  mem¬ 
ber.  Fur  coats  used  to  be  a  real  status  sym¬ 
bol.  So  these  furs  meant  something  to 
people,  but  you  get  them,  and  who’s  go¬ 
ing  to  wear  them  anymore?”  So  she  trans¬ 
forms  them  into  stuffed  animals. 

A  number  of  mohair  bears  are  on  dis¬ 
play  in  her  window,  but  most  of  her  fur 


bear  orders  are  custom.  She’ll  take  a  name 
embroidered  into  the  lining  of  the  coat 
and  sew  it  onto  the  bear’s  foot,  or  use  the 
lining  from  a  pocket  to  make  a  hat.  “I  do 
a  lot  of  customizing,”  she  says.  “Nothing 
is  factory-  or  mass-produced. . ..  Like  be¬ 
ing  a  barber.  Every  client  is  different, 
every  head  is  different.  You  customize  the 
cut  to  look  different  on  each  person.  I 
don’t  think  any  of  our  haircuts  are  exactly 
the  same,  huh?”  she  asks  her  father. 

“No,”  he  replies.  “It  fits  the  client. 
We’ll  do  crew  cuts,  flat  top,  short  hair, 
long  hair — whatever  the  client  wants.” 
Skoufas  says  one  customer  he’s  had  for 
50  years  wants  his  hair  cut  exactly  the 
same  way  every  time.  “Flat  top  with 
sides — long  on  the  sides,  flat  on  top.  Fifty 
years  and  I  can’t  get  him  to  change!” 

Father  and  daughter  have  a  wide  mix 
of  clients — from  Noe  Valley  oldtimers  to 
children  getting  their  hair  cut  for  the  first 
time.  They  see  artists,  cab  drivers,  writ¬ 
ers,  even  former  mayor  Art  Agnos  and 
sons.  They  see  families  of  three  genera¬ 
tions,  many  of  whom  have  “never  gone 
to  anybody  other  than  us,”  says  Smith. 
“They’ve  only  had  two  barbers  their 
whole  life.” 

Brendan  Glaetzer,  23,  is  one  of  them. 
He’s  been  with  Skoufos  and  Smith  for 
more  than  20  years.  On  a  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  in  late  October,  he  and  his  father, 
Richard,  are  both  booked  with  Smith,  but 
since  Skoufos  is  available,  the  elder 
Glaetzer  takes  a  seat  in  his  chair. 

Father  and  son  have  similar  thick  curly 
hair,  but  Richard’s  is  salt-and-pepper  and 
Brendan’s  is  dark.  Skoufos  and  Smith  set 
to  work,  standing  side  by  side.  It’s  a  clas¬ 
sic  picture,  as  father  and  daughter  cut  the 
hair  of  father  and  son.  ■

Arsenic  and 
Old  Playgrounds 

Test  at  Dolores  Park  Hopes  to 
Raise  Awareness

On  Oct.  7,  the  Center  for  Environmental 
Health  (CEH)  and  the  San  Francisco 
Neighborhood  Parks  Council,  two  non¬ 
governmental  non-profit  advocacy  groups, 
conducted  a  test  for  arsenic  at  Mission  Do¬ 
lores  Park  Playground  to  create  community 
awareness  about  the  presence  of  the  known 
carcinogen.  The  playground,  located  at  the 
southern  end  of  the  park,  near  20th  Street,  has 
structures  made  with  pressure-treated  wood 
that  contains  chromate  copper  arsenate 
(CCA),  a  common  wood  preservative  until 
it  was  banned  for  residential  use  in  2004. 

In  California,  any  play  structure  made 
before  the  ban,  as  well  as  anything  in  peo¬ 
ple’s  homes  built  with  CCA-treated  lumber, 
including  decks,  benches,  and  planter  boxes, 
probably  has  arsenic  in  it.  Since  1992,  the 
San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  De¬ 
partment  (RPD)  has  not  used  CCA-treated 
wood  for  any  new  play  structures.  The  city 
also  regularly  applies  a  protective  seal  to  the 
older  structures  in  the  parks. 

The  October  arsenic  test  involved  wip¬ 
ing  the  surface  of  the  play  structures  and 
taking  a  sample  of  the  playground  sand 
found  right  around  them.  (Arsenic  can  leach 
into  the  soil  and  bond  with  it.)  While  there 
are  no  documented  cases  of  a  child  getting 
arsenic  poisoning  from  playing  on  the  city’s 
play  structures,  scientists  are  still  investi¬ 
gating  the  long-term  effects.  Some  studies 
show  that  prolonged  exposure  to  arsenic- 
treated  wood  increases  the  chances  of  de¬ 
veloping  cancer  in  the  lungs,  skin,  bladder, 
and  kidneys. 

The  Parks  Council  and  CEH  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Friends  of  Dolores  Park  Play¬ 
ground,  a  community  group,  decided  to  do 
the  test  at  Dolores  Playground  because  the 
play  structures  were  recently  sealed  (in 
July)  and  there  are  a  lot  of  children  who  use 


the  park  every  day.  For  the  Parks  Council, 
the  arsenic  testing  is  part  of  a  larger  play¬ 
ground  safety  “report  card"  program  it 
started  in  early  2006  for  all  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  playgrounds.  “When  CEH  con¬ 
tacted  us  about  doing  the  test,  we  thought  it 
was  a  great  Way  to  enhance  community 
awareness,”  says  Colleen  Flynn,  who  man¬ 
ages  the  council’s  stewardship  program. 

The  test  results  showed  that  arsenic  lev¬ 
els  are  low  at  Dolores  Playground,  but  be¬ 
cause  the  structure  was  recently  sealed, 
they  should  be  negative  for  CCA,  says  Ju¬ 
liana  Gonzalez,  the  coordinator  of  CEH’s 
Safe  Playgrounds  Project.  “The  values  were 
2.9  micrograms  per  100  square  centimeters 
on  the  wooden  boat,”  she  says  of  one  of  the 
play  structures  at  the  playground.  "The  risk 
factor  associated  with  these  levels  is  one  in 
10,000  cases  of  cancer  associated  with  reg¬ 
ular  exposure  to  this  source  of  arsenic.” 
CEH  considers  “regular  exposure”  to  mean 
a  child  playing  on  the  structure  every  day 
and  occasionally  putting  his  hands  in  his 
mouth  while  playing.  That  child  would  have 
a  1  in  10,000  risk  of  developing  cancer  in 


his  lifetime.  While  this  is  below  the  legal 
limit,  Gonzalez  would  like  to  see  the  risk 
lowered  to  1  in  1  million. 

According  to  the  city’s  web  site,  there  are 
32  play  structures  in  San  Francisco  that 
have  some  CCA-treated  wood.  The  proper 
procedure  for  containment  is  to  apply  a 
sealant  on  the  wood  that  acts  by  confining 
the  arsenic.  Twenty-three  city  playgrounds, 
including  Mission  Dolores,  Christopher 
Park,  Potrero  Hill,  Glen  Park,  and  McLaren 
Park,  have  all  been  sealed  between  2004 
and  2006.  (Noe  Courts  Playground  and 
Douglass  Playground  do  not  have  CCA- 
treated  wooden  structures;  Upper  Noe  Play¬ 
ground  is  currently  going  through  a  reno¬ 
vation  and  is  due  to  reopen  in  2008.)  The 
sealant  must  be  reapplied  every  two  years. 
But  according  to  Gonzalez,  Dolores  Play¬ 
ground’s  wood  structures  are  not  sealed 
with  the  correct  sealant. 

“They're  using  a  green  paint,  and  paint 
cracks  and  it’s  slippery.  They  should  be  us¬ 
ing  a  stain  that  penetrates  the  wood.  This  is 
the  most  current  technique  to  contain  CCA.” 
Also,  high-traffic  areas  on  the  Dolores  Park 


structures  are  already  showing  signs  of 
wear,  Gonzalez  says.  She  says  CEH  appre¬ 
ciates  all  that  RPD  is  doing,  but  that  “there’s 
a  real  need  to  stay  on  top  of  this.” 

Rose  Marie  Dennis,  director  of  public  af¬ 
fairs  at  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department,  at  press  time  had  not  re¬ 
ceived  any  information  from  CEH  or  the 
Parks  Council.  “The  department  can’t  come 
out  with  a  position  on  any  recommendations 
until  we  see  what  they  have  to  say,"  Dennis 
says.  CEH  and  the  Council  are  currently 
drafting  a  letter  to  RPD  with  test  results  and 
recommendations,  and  will  send  it  to  the  de¬ 
partment  some  time  in  December. 

Dennis  says  that  while  she  recognizes  the 
efforts  of  CEH  and  the  Council  to  raise 
awareness,  she  does  not  want  parents  to 
panic.  “There  are  no  documented  cases  of 
any  problems  with  CCA  in  our  play  struc¬ 
tures.  Of  course,  we  would  not  leave  these 
playgrounds  open  for  use  if  we  thought  they 
were  dangerous.  Our  big  concern  at  RPD  is 
not  freaking  out  parents  about  this.” 

She  says  that  as  money  becomes  avail¬ 
able,  the  city  will  replace  the  playground 
structures  as  it  did  in  2005  at  Walter  Haas 
Playground  on  Diamond  Heights  Boulevard. 
That  money  came  from  a  bond  program 
passed  by  San  Francisco  voters  in  2000,  as 
well  as  from  gifts  and  grants. 

Flynn  agrees  that  the  city  is  taking  meas¬ 
ures  to  deal  with  arsenic,  but  stresses  that 
her  organization’s  goal  is. simply  to  create 
community  awareness.  “We  want  to  see 
neighborhood  and  ‘friends’  groups  advo¬ 
cating  for  their  parks.  If  anyone  is  interested 
in  starting  a  group,  we  would  be  excited  to 
work  with  them.” 

Dennis  of  RPD  welcomes  these  groups 
as  well,  and  encourages  them  to  contact  her 
department  with  any  questions  about  arsenic 
testing  as  well  as  fundraising.  “It’s  good  to 
take  a  sense  of  ownership  in  your  parks,”  she 
says.  “As  for  the  arsenic,  we  just  don’t  want 
to  build  up  any  unnecessary  anxiety.”  ■

What  Parents  and  Care  Givers  Can  Do 

•  Wash  children’s  hands  with  soap  and  water  after  they've  played  on  an  older  wooden  play¬ 
ground  structure. 

•  Check  for  splinters  on  the  structures — the  exposed  wood  has  broken  through  the  sealant,  so 
arsenic  can  therefore  enter  the  bloodstream  more  rapidly. 

•  Encourage  babies,  toddlers,  and  very  young  children  not  to  eat  sand  or  put  their  hands  in  their 
mouths,  especially  near  a  CCA-treated  play  structure. 

•  Check  any  play  structures  in  your  own  home  for  CCA-treated  wood.  A  kit  is  available  at  the 
Safe  Playgrounds  Project  web  site,  www.safe2play.org. 

•  Ask  your  daycare  providers  about  play  structures  at  their  facilities. 

•  Use  a  tablecloth  on  park  picnic  tables  and  don’t  eat  on  CCA-treated  play  structures.

Baseball  Slugger’s 
Home  for  Sale 

By  Corrie  M.  Anders 

San  Francisco  Giants  star  Moises  Alou 
didn’t  waste  any  time  bidding  adios  to 
Noe  Valley,  once  the  baseball  team  let  his 
father,  Felipe  Alou,  go  as  coach. 

Moises’  custom  home  on  Noe  Street, 
which  he  purchased  nearly  brand  new  in 
2005,  is  on  the  market  for  just  under  $2 
million — a  price  tag  that  is  fast  becoming 
a  routine  benchmark  in  this  upscale 
neighborhood. 

In  fact,  three  Noe  Valley  homes  sold 
for  $2  million  or  more  in  October,  ac¬ 
cording  to  sales  data  compiled  for  the 
Voice  by  Zephyr  Real  Estate. 

But  it  is  the  manse  of  Alou  and  his 
wife.  Austria,  that  is  drawing  the  oohs  and 
ahs — from  local  residents,  bloggers  from 
around  the  country,  and  prospective  buy¬ 
ers  intrigued  with  the  idea  of  owning  a 


piece  of  celebrity. 

The  asking  price  is  $1,940,000  for  the 
three-story  house,  located  at  1407  Noe 
Street  near  Duncan.  The  2,300-square- 
foot  contemporary-style  property  has 
three  bedrooms,  2‘/2  baths,  and  killer 
views  of  downtown  San  Francisco  and 
the  East  Bay. 

Built  in  1956,  the  house  was  com¬ 
pletely  remodeled  in  2005,  the  same  year 
Alou  joined  the  team,  in  part  so  he  could 
play  for  his  father.  The  Giants  announced 
at  the  end  of  last  season  that  the  team 
would  not  renew  the  senior  Alou’s  con¬ 
tract — and  his  son  last  month  told  re¬ 
porters  there  was  a  99  percent  chance  he 
would  not  return  to  the  Giants.  (Subse¬ 
quently,  he  signed  a  one-year  $8.5  million 
contract  with  the  New  York  Mets.) 

“We’re  really  getting  a  great  reaction” 
to  the  listing,  said  Alou’s  real  estate  agent, 
Holly  Peterson  of  Sotheby’s  International 
Realty  (in  San  Francisco).  But  citing  pri¬ 
vacy,  Peterson  refused  to  discuss  any  as¬ 
pect  of  her  client’s  two-year  stint  in  the 
neighborhood. 

While  the  property  attracted  the  curi¬ 
ous  to  Noe  Street,  12  families  found  other 
homes  to  their  liking  and  closed  escrow 
in  October.  That  was  two  more  than  in 
September,  but  considerably  below  the  2 1 
sales  of  a  year  earlier,  when  the  real  es¬ 
tate  market  was  extraordinarily  strong. 


The  43  percent  plunge  in  sales  from 
October  2005  may  have  been  a  statistical 
quirk,  however,  since  this  year’s  October 
sales  were  more  in  line  with  the  12  trans¬ 
actions  for  that  month  in  2004,  16  sales 
in  2003,  and  nine  deals  each  in  2002  and 
2001 .  "We’re  running  a  pretty  calm  mar¬ 
ket  this  year,”  said  Randall  Kostick, 
Zephyr’s  general  sales  manager. 

October  buyers  on  average  paid  2  per¬ 
cent  more  than  the  asking  price,  and  the 
homes  sold  for  an  average  of  slightly 
more  than  $  1 .5  million  and  closed  escrow 
in  less  than  one  month. 

Among  the  sales  were  three  multimil- 
lion-dollar  homes,  all  featuring  four  bed¬ 
rooms  and  3>/2  baths: 


•  A  $2,750,000  home  in  the  500  block 
of  Valley  Street,  between  Castro  and  Di¬ 
amond  streets; 

•  A$2, 749,000  home  in  the  3900  block 
of  23rd  Street,  between  Noe  and  Sanchez 
streets;  and 

•  A  $2,265,000  home  in  the  400  block 
of  Duncan  Street,  between  Noe  and 
Sanchez  streets. 

Buyers  paid  $1,349,000  for  the  most 
expensive  condominium  sold  in  Octo¬ 
ber — a  three-bedroom,  three-bath  unit  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  500  block  of  27th  Street  be¬ 
tween  Castro  and  Noe  streets. 

It  was  one  of  four  attached  homes  sold 
during  the  month;  the  condos  had  an  av¬ 
erage  sales  price  of  $  1 . 1  million.  ■

The  Octo¬ 
ber  2006  crime  information  was  culled  from 
incident  reports  filed  at  both  Mission  and  In- 
gleside  police  stations. 

Overall  Crime  Down 
in  October 

By  Erin  O’Briant 

Neighborhood  crime  dropped  to  76  re¬ 
ported  incidents  during  the  month  of 
October,  down  from  96  in  September. 
Some  cases,  including  an  armed  car  chase 
through  the  southern  half  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood,  resulted  in  arrests. 

The  76  incidents  included  several  cases 
of  assault,  three  drug  cases  (one  involv¬ 
ing  the  sale  of  heroin),  15  burglaries,  19 
incidents  of  theft,  six  robberies,  nine  acts 
of  vandalism,  and  17  auto  thefts. 

But  there  were  just  three  reported  street 
robberies  in  Noe  Valley  in  October,  and 
none  involved  the  use  of  a  weapon.  That 
number  was  down  from  September,  when 
armed  robbers  struck  at  least  eight  times. 

Rude  Welcome  to  San  Francisco 

Many  of  the  thefts  reported  in  October 
involved  home  break-ins. 

A  66-year-old  woman  living  in  the 
3500  block  of  21st  Street,  who  had  re¬ 
cently  moved  to  San  Francisco,  was  in 
tears  over  the  burglary  of  her  home  the  af¬ 
ternoon  of  Sunday,  Oct.  15,  says  Officer 
Lorraine  Lombardo,  who  responded  to 
the  case.  The  suspect  took  irreplaceable 
family  jewelry,  along  with  the  victim’s 
laptop  computer,  car  keys,  wallet,  check¬ 
book,  and  credit  cards. 


Lombardo  speculates  that  the  suspect 
may  have  scoped  out  the  house  from  the 
J-Church  shelter  across  the  street,  and  she 
urges  neighbors  to  keep  an  eye  out  for 
suspicious  characters.  The  victim  had 
been  away  from  her  house  for  less  than 
an  hour  when  the  burglary  took  place. 

Two  Arrests  in  Police  Car  Chase 

Police  officers  gave  chase  to  a  car  in 
the  Bayview  District  of  San  Francisco  af¬ 
ter  its  occupants  allegedly  opened  fire  on 
a  crowd  of  people  there  during  the  late 
morning  of  Wednesday,  Oct.  1 1 .  The  dri¬ 
ver  of  the  car  managed  to  escape  from 
Bayview  officers,  but  the  car  was  spotted 
by  officers  on  Valencia  Street  near  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  and  the  chase  continued 
into  Noe  Valley. 

The  driver  hit  parked  cars  at  29th  and 
Dolores  streets,  then  continued  on  to  the 
300  block  of  Miguel  Street.  There,  the  oc¬ 
cupants  abandoned  the  car;  witnesses  saw 
them  flee  with  guns  in  their  possession. 
Officers  found  two  of  the  suspects  hiding 
behind  a  vehicle  in  the  100  block  of  Ma¬ 
teo  Street;  two  semi-automatic  handguns 
were  found  abandoned  in  the  300  block 
of  Chenery  Street. 

Although  officers  suspected  a  third 
suspect  was  involved,  that  person  has  not 
been  located,  says  Ingleside  Police  Sta¬ 
tion  Captain  Paul  Chignell.  The  suspects 
were  arrested  on  multiple  felonies  in¬ 
volving  gun  charges.  One  was  a  parolee 
at  large  with  no  bail.  ■

Merchants  Step  Up  Security  in  Wake  of  Burglaries

A  scary  bar  robbery  and  a  string  of  burglaries  plagued  the  merchants  of  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  in  late  October  and  early  November,  prompting  leaders  of  the  Noe  Valley  Mer¬ 
chants  and  Professionals  Association  (NVMPA)  to  consider  new  ways  to  curb 
neighborhood  crime. 

“We  are  looking  into  doing  an  analysis  of  hiring  a  private  security  firm,”  notes 
NVMPA  co-president  Teresa  Gay.  The  firm,  if  hired,  would  be  managed  by  the  as¬ 
sociation.  She  encourages  local  business  owners  to  implement  security  systems  if 
they  don’t  already  have  them,  and  to  be  sure  to  report  any  crime,  actual  or  at¬ 
tempted. 

The  recent  crime  wave  began  just  before  1  a.m.  on  Friday,  Oct.  27,  when  two 
men  held  up  The  Peaks  bar,  at  1316  Castro  Street  near  24th  Street.  According  to 
police,  one  male  suspect  entered  the  bar  and  pointed  a  gun  at  the  bartender,  then 
robbed  individual  patrons.  The  man’s  accomplice  remained  at  the  door.  No  one 
was  hurt.  But  for  merchants  and  police,  the  evening  was  just  starting. 

Sometime  between  1  and  2  a.m.,  the  alarm  at  Bliss  Bar,  located  at  4026  24th 
Street,  was  activated  when  burglars  began  tampering  with  a  window.  “They  gained 
access  by  prying  open  the  front  window  with  a  crowbar,”  explains  Katina  Letheule, 
who  owns  Bliss  Bar  with  her  husband,  Pierre.  “We  have  an  alarm  with  a  motion 
sensor,  so  when  that  went  off,  they  fled.  On  our  video  surveillance,  we  were  able 
to  see  a  man  with  a  hoodie  who  tried  opening  the  cash  register,  which  was  empty.” 
Nothing  was  stolen. 

Soon  after  that,  police  responded  to  another  alarm  at  Joe’s  24th  Street  Cafe,  at 
3853  24th  Street  near  Vicksburg  Street.  The  front  door  was  forced  open,  but  it  was 
unclear  to  officers  what,  if  anything,  had  been  taken.  A  witness  saw  two  men  leave 
the  premises  and  get  into  a  maroon  vehicle  similar  to  a  1990s  Mercury  Cougar; 
the  suspects  sped  off. 

The  alarm  at  Noe  Bagel,  located  at  3933  24th  Street  near  Sanchez  Street,  went 
off  at  about  3  a.m.  Two  doors  were  damaged  and  the  office  was  in  disarray,  but 
fortunately  there  was  no  money  in  the  safe  and  nothing  was  taken. 

During  the  next  several  days,  the  break-ins  and  attempted  break-ins  continued, 
this  time  at  PastaGina  and  Bacco,  both  located  on  Diamond  Street  near  24th  Street, 
and  at  Subs  and  Cottage  Industries  on  24th  Street,  according  to  Gay.  Burglars  also 
broke  into  Cafe  Ponte,  next  to  PastaGina.  "They  broke  in  through  one  of  my  win¬ 
dows  to  gain  access  to  PastaGina — we  share  a  door  between  our  spaces,”  explains 
cafe  owner  Bruce  Ponte.  “They  pried  open  the  door  and  then  pried  a  safe  that  was 
bolted  to  the  floor  [in  PastaGina]  loose  and  took  it.”  Ponte  has  installed  new  locks 
that  make  it  impossible  to  lift  the  windows  out  of  the  frames. 

By  mid-November,  the  business  burglaries  had  died  down,  possibly  because  of 
increased  police  presence  in  the  neighborhood.  According  to  Captain  John  Gold¬ 
berg  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department’s  Mission  Station,  “There  was  an  in¬ 
crease  in  officers  dedicated  to  the  area,  both  [in}  uniform  and  plain  clothes.”  So 
far,  no  arrests  have  been  made. 

According  to  Gay,  members  of  the  Noe  Valley  Merchants  Association  will  dis¬ 
cuss  how  to  keep  businesses  safe  from  crime — and  whether  or  not  to  hire  a  secu¬ 
rity  firm — at  their  next  meeting,  set  for  9  a.m.  on  Wednesday,  Jan.  31.  For  more 
information,  e-mail  info@noevalleymerchants.com.

In  late  September,  a  chic  little  chil¬ 
dren's  boutique,  Les  Petits  Ninous  Urban 
Bebewear,  opened  in  the  postage-stamp- 
sized  space  vacated  this  summer  by  Rosa 
Goes  Shopping,  at  Church  and  24th 
streets.  The  proprietor  of  the  new  store, 
Fatima  Moore,  is  a  former  Noe  Valley  res¬ 
ident  and  expectant  mother. 

“I  know  this  community  well,  and  I  can 
remember  stores  that  used  to  be  here  like 
Lit’l  Lizards  and  Little  Bean  Sprouts,” 
says  Moore,  31,  in  her  French-inflected 
accent.  “They  carried  kids’  clothes  with 
an  edge,  and  that’s  what  interests  me.” 
(Lit’l  Lizards  continues  to  operate  within 
Walkershaw  Clothing  on  Castro  Street.) 

Like  the  other  two  shops,  Les  Petits  Ni- . 
nous  features  several  local  designers, 
such  as  San  Francisco  diaper-bag  maven 
Susanne  Maddux  (her  sophisticated  bags 
sell  for  $165);  the  Sunset  District’s  Baby 
Leo,  known  for  his  cozy  baby  blankets 
($70);  and  popular  California  clothier 
Toni  Tierney,  whose  non-frilly  dresses  go 
for  about  $50.  There  are  funky  sock- 
shoes  called  Oh  Five!  ($36),  designed  by 
a  mom  in  Orinda  and  made  in  Brazil; 
Rockin'  Baby  slings  ($77)  that  have  zip¬ 
pers  rather  than  Velcro  and  come  in  an  ar¬ 
ray  of  psychedelic  prints;  and  Noppies 
($21  to  $35),  soft  cotton  play  clothes  for 
newborns,  made  by  a  Dutch  company  that 
specializes  in  earth  tones.  “I'm  trying  to 
go  beyond  the  standard  blue  and  pink,” 
Moore  says  of  her  inventory. 

For  older  kids,  up  to  age  1 0,  there  are 
cool  rock-concert  T-shirts  from  bands  like 
AC/DC  that  have  been  re-sewn  with  cash- 
mere  sleeves  ($66).  Parents  who  share  the

tastes  of  Flollywood’s  Gwyneth  Paltrow 
will  find  bath  products  by  Noodle  & 
Boo — lotions  are  $14,  baby  wash  is  $12, 
and  diaper  ointment  $17.50. 

The  tiny  store  doesn't  feel  overly 
crowded,  even  though  Moore  has  no  on¬ 
site  storage  (she  keeps  some  inventory  in 
her  Sunset  District  home).  She  painted 
the  walls  a  pale  yellow,  cleaned  the  dark 
«  hardwood  floors,  and  added  shelving 
from  Ikea  (“My  best  friend,”  she  laughs) 
and  furniture  samples  from  Pottery  Barn. 

Moore,  whose  husband  Corey  helps 
her  run  the  shop,  was  bom  in  Casablanca, 
Morocco,  grew  up  in  Paris,  France,  and 
came  to  the  United  States  10  years  ago. 
She  graduated  from  the  University  of  San 
Francisco  with  a  business  dpgree  while 
working  as  a  “family  assistant”  for  a  Pa¬ 
cific  Fleights  family.  That  job,  which  she 
still  holds  part-time,  entails  caring  for  the 
family’s  three  kids,  teaching  them 
French,  and  helping  out  with  organiza¬ 
tional  tasks. 

The  shop’s  name  comes  from  a  nick¬ 
name  her  charges  call  her.  “It  translates 
to.  Tittle  cutie,!”  she  explains.  Moore’s 
own  little  ninou  is  due  to  arrive  in  mid- 
April.  She’s  not  sure  if  she’ll  want  to  find 
out  if  it’s  a  girl  or  a  boy  in  advance,  al¬ 
though  she'll  certainly  have  plenty  of 
bebe  clothes  to  choose  from.

-As  for  whether  this  is  an  opportune 
time  to  open  a  new  real  estate  office,  Alex 
McJunkin,  McGuire’s  director  of'mar- 
keting,  says,  "Today's  market  gives  buy¬ 
ers  and  sellers  a  more  equal  opportunity 
to  negotiate,  providing  a  lot  of  opportu¬ 
nity  for  buyers  who  have  been  waiting  on 
the  sidelines  to  finally  step  into  the  game. 
Buyers  now  have  a  chance  to  take  their 
time  to  make  decisions. . ..  It  is  also  a  great 
time  to  trade  up,  as  you  are  buying  in  a 
more  static  market  rather  than  a  pressure 
cooker  of  increasing  values.” 

McJunkin  adds  that  Noe  Valley  is  a 
highly  desirable  neighborhood  with  a 
unique  character  and  fairly  fixed  number 
of  homes,  which  means  the  “demand  is 
high,  while  the  supply  is  very  restricted.

HOMIE  IMPROVEMENT  PROJECTS: 
Long-term  plans  for  24th  Street  beautifi¬ 
cation  were  the  hot  topic  at  a  Noe  Valley 
Association  (Community  Benefit  Dis¬ 
trict)  meeting  on  Thursday,  Nov.  1 6,  in  the 
community  room  at  St.  Philip’s  Church. 
NVA  director  Debra  Niemann  says  there 
were  great  ideas  spilling  out  of  the  60  or 
so  neighbors  who  came  to  discuss  three 
potential  “dreams”  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood’s  commercial  strip. 

The  discussion  about  our  local  urban 
ecology  will  continue  at  a  second  com¬ 
munity  meeting,  on  Tuesday,  Dec.  12,  at 
7:30  p.m.  Again  the  location  is  the  St. 
Philip’s  community  room,  which  is  ac¬ 
cessible  from  24th  Street  (and  Diamond) 
through  the  parking  lot,  which  also  will 
be  available  for  attendees. 

The  NVA  has  almost  finished  the  re¬ 
model  of  the  front  of  the  city  parking  lot 
on  24th  Street  between  the  Le  Zinc  bistro 
and  Radio  Shack.  Niemann  says  they  are 
currently  selecting  appropriate  furniture 
(a  new  bench,  perhaps?)  that  will  fit  in  the 
space  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  park¬ 
ing  lot. 

Another  item  on  the  agenda  is  a  report 
by  the  neighborhood  committee  that  is 
overseeing  the  Noe  Valley-Sally  Brunn 
Library  renovation  project.  Two  mem¬ 
bers,  Bill  Yenne  and  David  Brodwin,  took 
a  hard-hat  tour  of  the  construction  project 
on  Nov.  17,  and  say  that  everything  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  on  schedule. 

According  to  Yenne,  at  the  time  of  their 
tour,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  re¬ 
ported  that  “over  1 94  days  of  the  project’s 
425  allotted  days  have  elapsed  [that’s 
45.64  percent  of  the  time],  31.6  percent 
of  the  money  has  been  spent,  and  42  per¬ 
cent  of  the  project  has  been  completed.” 

The  library’s  retrofit  has  a  “substantial 
completion”  date  of  July  4,  2007,  and  a 
“final  completion”  date  set  for  Sept.  2, 


2007.  So  mark  your  calendars.

LET'S  GET  PHYSICAL:  Neighborhood 
yearnings  for  toned  bodies  has  resulted  in 
a  900-square -foot  expansion  of  Spring  Pi  - 
lates  Studio,  which  opened  at  1414  Cas¬ 
tro  Street  three  years  ago. 

“The  additional  room  will  help  the  stu¬ 
dio  meet  the  growing  demand  from  the 
Noe  Valley  community,”  says  studio  co¬ 
owner  Ky  Camell  Russell,  “enabling  us 
to  expand  into  new  services,  workshops, 
class  schedules,  and  a  selection  of  retail 
items.” 

In  January,  the  studio  will  begin  a  new 
monthly  workshop  series  on  such  topics 
as  low  back  pain,  healthy  knees,  and  con¬ 
ditioning  for  specific  sports.  Co-owner  Iz- 
abel  Loinaz  says  the  workshops  are  de¬ 
signed  for  people  who  want  to  learn  about 
Pilates  but  may  not  be  able  to  commit  to 
weekly  classes  or  sessions. 

Curves,  which  has  been  open  for  two 
and  a  half  years  on  the  comer  of  Church 
and  29th  Street,  has  a  new  owner,  Bonnie 
Farrell.  The  woman-only  fitness  studio, 
part  of  a  nationwide  chain,  is  known  for 
its  30-minute  exercise  circuit.  Farrell  says 
Curves  has  stretched  its  hours — now  you 
can  work  out  from  6  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  on 
weekdays,  and  from  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Farrell  is  also  of¬ 
fering  a  two-week  free  introduction  for 
new  members. 

We  reported  in  October  that  GNC 
closed  its  doors  in  September,  which  it 
did.  However,  as  you  can  see,  there  has 
been  a  “grand  re-opening,”  with  a  refur¬ 
bished,  fully  stocked  store  open  for  busi¬ 
ness.  The  corporation  that  operates  the  na¬ 
tional  chain  of  General  Nutrition  Center 
(GNC)  stores  has  taken  over  the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  outlet,  which  had  been  operated  by  an 
independent  franchisee  for  more  than  sev¬ 
en  years.  “The  company  bought  back  the 
franchise  from  the  proprietor,”  according 
to  store  manager  Brian  Entler  (who  re¬ 
sides  in  Eureka  Valley),  “and  GNC  want¬ 


ed  to  keep  this  location  and  provide  the 
neighborhood  with  a  full  range  of  our 
products.” 

The  doors  reopened  Oct.  1 6,  and  Entler 
apologizes  to  all  the  gold  card  members, 
“who  will  be  entitled  to  an  extra  20  per¬ 
cent  discount  on  all  items  because  of  the 
eight  weeks  the  store  was  closed."  That’s 
a  lot  of  vitamins  to  make  up.

SURREAL  ESTATE:  The  market  price 
index  for  Noe  real  estate  saw  an  interest¬ 
ing  range  over  the  last  couple  of  months. 
Sheila  Ash  put  the  former  site  of  her  Noe’s 
Nest  bed-and-breakfast  up  for  sale  after 
she  spent  two  years  remodeling  it.  The 
asking  price  for  the  single-family 
dwelling,  located  at  3973  23rd  Street,  was 
$2.8  million,  and  it  reportedly  sold  in  less 
than  10  days  last  month.  Nobody’s  talk¬ 
ing  yet,  because  escrow  hasn’t  closed. 
FYI,  Noe’s  Nest  is  open  for  business  at 
1257  Guerrero  between  24th  and  25th,  its 
location  for  the  past  two  years. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  was 
the  list  price  of  $3 16. 167  for  a  three-bed¬ 
room  condo  at  1594  Dolores  Street,  the 
former  site  of  Reilly’s  Funeral  Home. 

This  unit  was  the  one  “low-income” 
unit  promised  by  the  developers  of  that 
13-unit  condo  on  the  corner  of  Dolores 
and  29th  streets,  built  roughly  three  years 
ago.  The  “affordable”  condo  was  one  of 
the  concessions  that  were  being  made  to 
neighbors  when  the  project  was  winding 
its  way  through  the  permit  process.  It  was 
designated  as  one  of  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Housing  “below-market-rate”  (BMR) 
units  to  be  made  “available  at  affordable 
prices  to  low-  and  moderate-income 
households.”  The  eligibility  guidelines  al¬ 
low  first-time  buyers  to  have  incomes  up 
to  $63,850  for  one  person,  up  to  $9 1 ,200 
for  a  family  of  four.  The  buyer  was  picked 
by  lottery  on  Nov.  22.

his/her  neighbors  for  the  windfall.  In  Oc¬ 
tober  of  2004,  the  developers  offered  to 
pay  $200  million  to  the  Housing  Office, 
in  exchange  for  removing  the  condo  from 
the  BMR  list.  The  Upper  Noe  Neighbors 
and  our  supervisor,  Bevan  Dufty,  opposed 
the  deal  and  prevailed,  despite  pressure  from 
the  developers  for  two  years.  “Finally!” 
said  Upper  Noe  Neighbors  president  Vic¬ 
ki  Rosen  when  asked  for  a  comment.

FILM  CLIP-CLOPS:  Lost  in  the  Fog,  the 
eponymous  documentary  about  our  fa¬ 
mous  local  racehorse  and  its  owner,  Har¬ 
ry  J.  Aleo,  a  Downtown  Noe  Valley  real¬ 
tor  for  the  past  60  years,  is  in  its  final 
stages  of  production.  The  film  will  be  ap¬ 
pearing  at  the  Sundance  Film  Festival, 
which  runs  from  Jan.  18  to  28,  2007,  in 
Park  City,  Utah. 

This  film  is  being  produced  by  film¬ 
maker  John  Corey,  who  has  lived  on  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Street  for  most  of  his  39  years.

JESUS  LAND 

SCHEMES' 


Fair  Oaks  Street  resident 
Julia  Scheeres  did  not  ex¬ 
pect  her  memoir,  Jesus  Land 
(Counterpoint  Press,  2005), 
to  receive  all  the  attention  it 
has.  The  New  York  Times  Book 
Review  called  the  book  “a  page 
turner”  and  described  it  as 
“heart-stopping  and  enraging.” 
Entertainment  Weekly  called  it 
a  “marvelous  remembrance... 
Jesus  Land  will  break  your 
heart  and  mend  it  again,  but  it 
won’t  stop  haunting  you.’"  And 
Booklist  give  it  an  Alex  Award, 


as  one  of  the  best  adult  books 
for  teen  readers  this  year. 

Though  pleased  with  the 
reception,  Scheeres  remains 
surprised  by  all  the  fuss.  “I 
don’t  think  my  life  is  very  in¬ 
teresting,”  says  the  freelance 
journalist  who  has  written  for 
Wired  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Times,  and  is  39  years  old,  a 
new  mother  to  baby  Tessa 
born  in  late  August,  and  wife 
to  Tim  Rose,  a  professor  at 
Laney  College  in  Oakland. 
She  says  she  wrote  the  book  as 


a  tribute  to  her  brother  David, 
to  their  relationship,  and  to 
everything  they  went  through 
together. 

ScheereS  grew  up  in  Indi¬ 
ana  in  a  fundamentalist  Chris¬ 
tian  family.  When  she  was  a 
teenager,  she  and  David,  the 
same  age  as  she,  were  sent  to 
an  evangelical  reform  school 
in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

David,  who  is  African 
American  and  adopted,  had 
been  having  problems  at  their 
all-white  high  school  in  Indi¬ 


ana.  The  other  kids  often  at¬ 
tacked  him  because  he  was 
black,  and  Scheeres  found 
herself  separating  and  distanc¬ 
ing  from  him,  “shamefully,” 
she  says,  because,  “I  was  tired 

of  being  called  a  ‘n . lover.’ 

I  just  wanted  to  be  normal.” 

David  fell  into  a  deep  de¬ 
pression,  and  his  parents 
thought  he  could  use  a  change 
of  scenery.  Scheeres  got  sent  to 
the  reform  school  not  to  keep 
David  company,  but  because 
she  had  been  caught  sleeping 


with  her  boyfriend.  “In  that 
Christian  world,  your  virgin¬ 
ity  is  your  most  prized  posses¬ 
sion,”  she  says  dryly. 

The  book  chronicles  their 
time  at  the  reform  school, 
which  she  says  was  set  up  like 
a  boot  camp  and  still  exists 
today.  “We  had  to  ask  permis¬ 
sion  to  sit  down,  to  stand  up, 
to  walk  from  room  to  room. 
They  used  physical  punish¬ 
ment  and  discipline,”  Scheeres 
recounts.  But  the  experience 
brought  her  and  her  brother 


back  together  again,  bonding 
them  against  a  common  op¬ 
pressor.  “The  book  pokes  fun  at 
these  righteous  folks  who  ran 
our  lives,”  she  says,  describing 
the  memoir  as  full  of  dark 
humor  to  help  balance  the  in¬ 
tensely  stressful  subject  matter. 

A  member  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Writers  Grotto,  Scheeres 
is  currently  working  on  a  novel. 
Meanwhile,  here  is  an  excerpt 
from  Jesus  Land,  now  available 
in  paperback  at  Cover  to 
Cover  and  Phoenix  Books. 


Anew  girl  arrives  from  eastern  Kentucky. 
This  means  I’m  no  longer  the  lowest 
ranker  in  the  girls’  house.  This  means  I’ll 
no  longer  scrub  toilets.  This  means  I’ll  get 
a  better  shot  at  a  second  helping  of  dessert.  I  wel¬ 
come  her  arrival. 

Her  name  is  Jolene,  and  she’s  15.  She’s  got 
bleached,  permed  hair  that  cascades  down  to  her 
skinny  butt  in  straw-colored  coils.  At  night,  she  sits 
in  her  bunk  and  combs  it  out  with  a  special  rubber- 
tipped  pick,  one  coil  at  a  time.  It  is  her  pride  and  joy. 

Jolene’s  taken  hard  to  the  loss  of  freedom  and 
often  plunges  her  face  into  her  hands  with  a  small 
moan,  as  if  all  this  were  a  thing  too  ghastly  to 
behold. 

When  Bruce  gives  her  pushups,  she’ll  chew  on  her 
bottom  lip  for  several  seconds  before  lowering  herself 
to  the  ground,  and  all  his  tomato-faced  shrieking 
won’t  speed  her  along.  Sometimes  I  catch  her  staring 
at  me  with  confused  eyes,  as  if  she  were  waiting  for 
an  explanation.  I  turn  away;  she’ll  learn  soon  enough 
that  there’s  none  to  be  had. 

On  a  Sunday  before  vespers  we  learn  why  Jolene  is 
here.  Bruce  picks  me  to  fetch  his  water,  and  then  we 
circle  the  metal  chairs  in  the  living  room  and  sit 
down  to  confess  our  sins. 

I  now  know  my  lines  by  heart,  as  I  am  called 
upon  to  repeat  them  whenever  I’m  asked  what 
brought  me  to  The  Program. 

“I  was  a  fornicator  arid  an  alcoholic,”  I  say  in  a 
loud  voice  while  gazing  at  my  shoes,  striving  to 
appear  humbled.  I  am  a  magnificent  actress.  I  consis¬ 
tently  get  high  points  in  the  box  called  Being  Totally 
Truthful  and  Honest,  Facing  Reality  on  my  daily 
scorecard. 

When  it’s  Jolene’s  turn  to  confess,  she  looks 
around  the  circle  blankly. 

“Honestly,  Ah  don’t  know  what  Ah  was  sent  down 
here  for,”  she  says  in  her  drawl,  which  is  so  hillbilly 
that  Indiana  rednecks  seem  citified  in  comparison. 

Bruce  narrows  his  eyes  and  the  girls  around  me 
shift  uneasily  in  their  metal  seats. 

“You  do  too  know,”  he  says  in  a  tight  voice.  “You 
know  perfectly  well.”  His  voice  rises  several  octaves, 
into  the  soprano  range,  when  he’s  upset.  It’s  a  scary 
sound. 

“Well,  Ah  do  know  that  Momma  married  herself 
a  borned-again  man,  and  that’s  when  my  troubles 
began,”  Jolene  says,  flipping  a  long  corkscrew  of  hair 
over  her  shoulder.  “Ah  shoulda  known  they  was 
storyin’  me  about  this  place.  That  rich  old  Briggity 
Britches  was  up  to  no  good,  no  how.” 

1  stuff  my  fist  in  my  mouth  to  keep  from  laugh¬ 
ing,  and  a  couple  of  girls  cough  into  their  hands  to 
do  the  same.  Becky,  sitting  beside  Jolene,  turns  to 
her. 


“Jolene,  Jesus  forgives  His  children,”  she  says. 
“Jesus  loves  you.  Jesus  will  forgive  you.  But  the  first 
step  toward  receiving  His  love  and  forgiveness  is  to 
admit  our  mistakes.” 

Jolene  sucks  in  her  cheeks  as  if  she  were  preparing 
to  spit. 

“Ah  don’t  need  no  forgivin,  cuz  Ah  ain’t  done 
nothing  wrong,”  she  says,  her  black  eyes  flashing. 
“And  I  cain’t  say  I  care  much  for  this  Jesus  character 
neither.” 

Bruce  bolts  to  his  feet. 

“Would  you  like  me  to  tell  everyone  why  your 
parents  sent  you  here?” 

“That  would  be  my  momma,  cuz  my  daddy  died 
when  I  was — ” 

“Jolene  here  had  a  game  she  played  with  tlie  boys 
in  her  town,  called  ‘Health  Clinic’ — ” 

“Nah,  we  called  it  ‘House  Call’  and...” 

“This  ritual  of  sexual  abuse  took  place  in  her  bed¬ 
room  while  her  poor  mother  was  working  as  a  maid 
in  a  motel,  toiling  away  in  order — ” 

“Wasn’t  no  motel,  she  worked  at—” 

“Quiet!”  Bruce  roars. 

Jolene  crosses  her  arms  and  hunkers  down  in  her 
chair,  glaring  at  him. 

“These  boys  would  take  turns  having  intimate, 
carnal  knowledge  of  Jolene.  Right  there  under  her 
poor  mother’s  roof.” 

Bruce  sits  down,  and  the  room  falls  silent.  Becky 
puts  a  hand  on  Jolene’s  shoulder,  and  Jolene  shrugs  it 
off  with  a  jerk.  I  stare  at  her  baggy  Kentucky 
Wildcats  T-shirt  and  wonder  what’s  so  special  about 
the  stick  figure  underneath  that  all  these  boys  would 
crave  it.  She  lifts  her  chin  and  looks  back  at  me 
defiantly. 

“Well,  what  do  you  have  to  say  for  yourself?” 
Bruce  asks  her. 

“That  all  happened  fore  Momma  found  that  rich 
old  Bapdist  and  decided  to  become  a  fancy  lady.  Fore 
that,  she  didn’t  pay  no  mind  at  all.” 

Bruce  raises  his  index  finger  with  an  ah-ha  expres¬ 
sion  on  his  face. 

“So  you  confess  to  being  a  fornicator.” 

“A  forni-what?” 

“You  had  sex  before  marriage.” 

Jolene  shrugs. 

“Yeah,  I  s’pose.  So?” 

“Fornication  is  an  abomination  in  the  eyes  of  our 
Lord!” 

“An  abomini-what?” 

“A  sin!  Evil!  Wrong!” 

“Wasn’t  like  we  was  harming  no  one,”  Jolene  says 
with  a  giggle.  “Actually,  it  was  real  fun.” 

Bruce  jumps  up  and  orders  the  rest  of  us  out  of 
the  house,  so  he  can  talk  private  with  Jolene.  We  all 
know  what  this  means:  a  session.  Calisthenics, 


threats,  tears.  Big  fat  O’s  in  the  Being  Totally  Truth¬ 
ful  arid  Honest,  Facing  Reality  box  and  the  Courtesy 
and  Respect  Toward  Authority  Figures  box. 

Becky  leads  us  into  the  darkening  field  beside  the 
house,  where  we  sit  on  the  machete-hewn  grass  and 
sing  “Humble  Thyself”  and  “Sandy  Land.” 

But  no  matter  how  high  we  raise  our  voices,  we 
can  still  hear  Bruce  bellowing  inside  the  concrete 
house.  We  slap  no-see-ums  from  our  bare  arms  and 
shout  out  the  lyrics  and  fix  our  eyes  on  the  fading 
horizon.  We  sing  until  night  wraps  itself  around  each 
of  us  like  a  shroud.  We  sing  until  the  raging  stops. 

At  vespers,  Jolene  bends  her  head  to  pray  and 
doesn’t  raise  it  back  up  again. 

The  chaplain,  a  young  preacher-in-training  from 
Kansas,  asks  us  if  Jesus  will  find  our  hearts  100  per¬ 
cent  pure  and  hate-free  when  He  returns  to  Earth, 
and  I  wonder  how  such  a  thing  is  possible. 

There’s  a  special  function  in  the  courtyard  after 
the  service.  We’re  given  grape  Kool-Aid  and  stale 
chocolate-chip  cookies  sent  by  someone’s  parents 
that  were  tied  up  in  Customs  for  two  months. 

No  one  notices  that  Jolene  is  gone  until  we’ve 
lined  up  to  march  back  up  the  hill — high  ranker  to 
low — and  there’s  an  empty  space  behind  me. 

Bruce  and  Becky  run  through  the  courtyard  wail¬ 
ing  Jolene’s  name  and  are  soon  joined  by  other 
staffers,  who  poke  flashlights  into  the  dark  class¬ 
rooms  and  toilets  calling,  “Jolene!  Time  to  go, 
Jolene!”  as  if  she’d  simply  misplaced  herself.  Karen 
and  I  exchange  a  wide-eyed  look;  we  know  better. 

Ted  struts  around  with  his  hands  on  his  hips, 
barking  orders.  The  Dominican  guard  trots  up  with 
his  machete  and  German  shepherd,  then  lopes  off 
into  the  darkness  again,  shouting  in  Spanish. 

She’s  gone.  Vanished  into  the  Dominican  side  of 
the  barbed  wire. 

Bruce  and  the  other  men  pile  into  the  school’s 
two  vans.  The  vehicles  careen  through  the  front  gate, 
tires  spitting  gravel,  and  shoot  down  the  narrow  road 
towards  Jarabacoa. 

After  the  thrum  of  their  engines  fades  into  the 
distance,  Becky  turns  to  us,  her  face  as  pale  as  a 
mushroom. 

“Let’s  go,”  she  says  in  a  whisper. 

We  walk  up  to  the  girls  house  under  the  moons 
unblinking  gaze  in  a  heavy  silence,  no  one  daring  to 
give  voice  to  the  thought  swirling' through  her  head. 
She’s  free.
